Farewell From Father. 


Czolgoet's father was asked wha

The old man's eyes filled with tears 


as he replied deliberately: "Tell Leon 
that I hope that he may rest in peace 
that he will become reconciled to 
<Jod and will meet his end bravely 
Tell him that as much as I and all 
of our family regret his most unhappy 
plight that we can do nothing to in- 
terfere, that he alone is responsible 
for his unfortunate position, and that 
he must meet his punishment as a 
•consequence."

CZOlOOez IT THE DIATK CHAT*. 


The surgeons' autopsy related en- 


tirely to the brain, and was of a high- 
ly technical character. After scien- 
tifically describing to the minutest de- 
tail the brain of the dead murderer, 
the report concludes as follows: 


"No anomalies found. The brain in 


general Is weh developed, sufficiently 
marked with fissures, and the lobes 
are m normal proportion."

AS to the other organs. 


Body and Effects Destroyed. 


The body was placed in a black- 


stained pine coffin, every part of it 
being replaced under the supervision 
of Dr. Gerin and Warden Mead Soon 
afterwards it was taUa to the prison 
cemetery, and great precaution taken 
to destroy it completely. An experi- 
ment previously made by the warden 
snowed that quicklime was not active 
enough in producing disintegration of 
nesh, and the warden at once con- 
ferred with some of the physicians 
present and 
Superintendent Collins, 


and it was decided that the purpose of 
the law was the destruction of the 
body, and that it was not necessary 
to confine themselves to the us° of 
quicklime. Accordingly a carboy of | 
acid was obtained and poured upon 
< 


the body in the coffin, after it had been 
lowered into the grave. It is the be- 
lief of the physicians that the body , 
will be entirely disintegrated within ! 
twelve hours. 
During that time and f 


as long as it is deemed necessary a 
guard will be kept over the unmarked 
grave. 


The clothing and personal effects of 


th« prisoner were burned under the 
direction of Warden Mean soon after 


destroyed, but it has struck me that 
perhaps we should 
make a list of 


them, especially those letters signed 
with f;!!l and proper names, in which 
condolence was cSerc-d to the pris- 
oner, or threats agiinst us were made. 
My plan is to get the addresses of 
these people ana keep the lisl ior po- 
lice reference. 
I believa that thero 


may come a time when such a list 
would be valuable in runniEg down 
Anarchists. 1 have decided to bury 
the body of Czolgosz in the regular 
prison plot in the local cemetery. The 
funeral v.-m take place some time 
wifhin the next 43 hours. We will, 
keep the grave guarded day and nlghtj 
until such time as the body shall] 
have been entirely destroyed." 


Hanged In Effigy. 


New York, Oct. 30.—Czolgosz was 


hanged in efSgy at Hempsteaa, L. I., 
last night with elaborate ceremonial, 
amid hisses, cst calls and groans. 


Assassin's Last Day. 


Aside from the break at nightfall, 


Cxolgosz spent his last day of life 
much as he did all the others since he 
passed Into the hands of the law. He 
remained sullen and silent, and passed 
his time either lying en his bunk or 
pacing up and down in his cell. He 
Buffered no loss of appetite during the 
day and ate the usual allowance of 
food given to prisoners. He weighed 
about 155 pounds, which is a slight 
gain since his arrest. 


At 8 o'clock the brother and brother- 


in-law arrived, and 
Superintendent 


Collins took them down into the con- 
demned cell. There was no demon- 
stration when they met. 
Czolgosz 


merely stepped to the front of his 
cage and said: "Hello." The brother 
ventured the remark, "I wish you, 
would tell us, Leon, who got you into 
this scrape?" 


The assassin answered in a slow, 


hesitating manner, "Xo one; nobody 
had anything to ao with it but me." 


"That is not how you were brought 


up," said the brother, "and you ought 
to tell us everytmng now." 


"I haven't got anything to tell," he 


answered, in a surly manner. 


"Do you want to see the priests 


again?" asked his brother, and he an- 
swered, with more vehemence than 
he had previously shown: 


"No; damn them; dca't send them 


here again; I oon t want them." 


The brother-in-law interjected here- 
"That's right, Leon." 
The brother looked rather disturbed 


by the answer. 
Then, stepping up 


close to the bars, the condemned man 
said: 


"And don't you have any praying 


over me when I'm dead. I don't want 
It. I don't want any of their damned 
religion."

SUCCESS OF LITTLE MEN 


'VALUABLE 
GOODS 
PUT 
UP IN 


SMALL PACKAGES." 


£ecre:ary Cage Thinks the Physically 


Siuail JMuu Has at» Advautase iu J*ub- 
lu- Life — There Are Very J-ew Giauts 
.Aiiiottg1 1 liose iu Xatiuusil Afl'jiii's4- 
"I sometimes think the physically 


small man has an advantage in pub- 
lic life," said Secretary oi the Treas- 
ury Lysiau J- Gage to one of his as- 
sistants, who claimed that short stat- 
ure was a handicap in the race of life. 
"There is a glamour or romance about 
the- litne feliow who succeeds," con- 
tinued the secretary, "that attracts at- 
tention and gives him a reputation. 
On the whole I believe the man of 
diminutive size is more effective than 
the physically perfect man of impos- 
ing presence. The little fellow is more 
aggressive and self assertive because 
he has not the adventitious aid of bod- 
ily beauty and favor. There are lots 
oi big little men in pubic life and his- 
tory abounds in small celebrities." 


This statement was made partly to 


encourage Assistant Secretary Ailes, 
who is difporcd to regard an imposing 
presence as necessary to full success 
and who £c:neumes regrets that his 
five feet cannot be stretched half a 
cubit. But the secretary's long expe- 
rience convinces him that 
bouily 


height, breadth and depth do not in- 
sure success In life. He has observed 
that spirit and ability bring the man 
of small physical size into promi- 
nence. 


It may be that Secretary Gage, in 


eulogizing the small man. had in mind, 
as an illustration of what the little 
fellows can do the record of Mr. James 
H. Eckels, who was a fellow-towns- 
man of Mr. Gage and comptroller of 
the currency under President Cleve- 
land. 
Shortly after Sir. Eckels as- 


sumed office in the treasury he was 
invited to deliver a lecture before one 
of the law classes in Columbia univer- 
sity. He was not recognized when 
he repaired to the hall and modestly 
took a back seat, where he was the 
object of some curious scrutiny on the 
part of the students, who supposed 
him to be 
a 
young interloper—a 


stranger who had simply wandered 
into the classroom. 


The professor in charge that even- 


ing expressed regret that the speaker 
for the occasion, Comptroller Eckels, 
had not put in an appearance. 
The 


stranger in the back row arose and an- 
nounced that he was I\Ir. Eckels. All 
eyes were then riveted upon the slight, 
boyish figure and youthful face, inno- 
cent of beard. 
Disappointment was 


written on every face, including that 
of the professor, but when the "boy." 
as he appeared, reached the platform 
and began his masterly address, dis- 
appointment gave way to enthusiasm, 
and one of the biggest brains in Pres- 
ident Cleveland's administration re- 
ceived a public introduction. 


The physical giant is not met with 


very frequently in national affairs, 
now that Thomas B. Reed of Maine 
has retired from public life. Outside 
of the supreme court, where master 
minds are carried in giant bodies by 
such men of Justices Gray. Harlan 
and White, few of the controlling spir- 
its who are leaving an impress on 
history are above medium height or 
weight, and many of the most -prom- 
inent are far below the average sized 
man. Even the supreme court is pre- 
sided over by a man small in stature 
and slight of figure. Melville W. Ful- 
ler, chief justice of the United States 
supreme court, is a pygmy compared 
with Associate Justice Gray, who sits 
at his immediate left on the bench. 
Justice McKenna, the latest appointee 
to the bench, is small in stature. 


Measured by ordinary standards the 


president of the United States is a 
small man physically, but there is no 
doubt of his having achieved great 
success and having won a high place 
in the history of the country and of 
the world. 


He is hardly up to what is called 


medium height 
He lias associated 


with him a number oi big little men. 


Hon. John Hay. secretary of state, 


ex-ambassador to England and known 
all the world over as a poet and au- 
thor, started in life with the supposed 
handicap of a slight body and under- 
sized figure. Secretary of the Xavy 
Long is below the standard height 
and Postmaster-General Smith is hard- 
ly up to the medium line. The present 
attorney-general. 
Mr. Philander C. 


Knox, cannot boast of many inches, 
but his success where mentality is 
potent was long ago achieved. 


President McKmley's last Republi- 


can predecessor, the late General Har- 
rison, was familiarly known as ""Lit- 
tle Ben." Ke had large men In his 
cabinet but never showed to disad- 
vantage, even alongside the talented 
Blaine. who was above the average 
size and of very graceful and impos- 
ing presence. 


In congress the little men often at- 


tract the most attention. Within the 
past quarter of a century many states- 
men of insignificant bodily stature 
have made their names known from 
one end of the land to the other. Less 
than a decade ago few men were more 
prominent than 
the 
doughty little 


Democratic leader, William L. Wil- 
wm 
afterward 
postmaster-general. 


When the tariff bill bearing his name 
passed the house he was caught up and 
carried on the shoulders of enthusias- 
tic colleagues, among them William J. 
Bryan. His feather weight made this 
demonstration easy. There are those 
in congress who still remember dimin- 
utive Alexander Hamilton Stephens of 
Georgia, whose great intellect made 
him one cf the south's greatest men.

mine among the miners ia the Rocky 
mountain camps, especially those in 
northern Xew Mexico, is the V.'liif? 
Cement. A few old miners who knew 
While personally still remain in the 
Rock mountains, and their narrative 
of the excitement he caused when he 
shov.-ed his rich specimen chunks of 
gold ore is always heard with inter- 
est, li is safe to say that several thou- 
sand men have, at one time or anoth- 
er, hunted for the \\~hite Cement mine. 
The late millionaire silver king, Nat 
C. Creede of Colorado, spent a year 
in trying to !ind it. 


White was 
a New Englander, CO 


years old, who was in California in 
IS42. As a gold seeker he was known 
and talked about in every mining camp 
on ;he const, ami stories were told of 
his phenomenal lack. He, no doubt, 
made several sura!! fortunes, but was 
always poor and prospected about with 
a lean mule and s. haifbreed Indian 
boy. getting suppli.-s where he could. 
Many people thought he was slightly 
demented, but he undoubtedly knew 
more about the gold region than any 
man living. 


One day in July. 1S5S. White came 


into Horse Head gulca from northern 
Xew Mexico, driving his mule and 
looking utterly used 
up. 
He got 


something to eat. Some one bantered 
him about his vain searches lor a 
mine. 


'•Well, just look at that," said old 


White, handing out several pieces of 
what 
looked like hard, white clay, 


glittering with specks of metal, but 
White suddenly became mum. and put- 
ting his specimens in his bag, went out 
to find an assayer. 


Before night it was known in camp 


that White's specimens showed 1000 
ounces of gold to the ton. Everybody 
went wild. Nobody slept that night, 
but sat around the fires and talked 
"Cement." 
In the morning a party 


headed by Senator Sharon's brother 
Henry called 
on White, who was 


sleeping in one of the shacks. He 
was told that he must pilot the men 
to his find. He could have the pick 
of the claims, but go he must, and on 
his refusal was warned that his life 
would be worthless if he "stood off'' 
the camp. For a long time White gave 
excuses and declared he did not know 
where to lead the men to the find. But 
when the miners showed that they 
really would kill him if he didn't show 
them where he got his specimens he 
finally consented. 


A crazier mining camp was neve- 


known. Men in Horse gulch, who were 
a little credulous and not desirous of 
following White over 300 miles from 
camp were offered S1000 and 
$1200 


each for their camp outfits, consist- 
ing of picks, shovels, kettles, pans, 
greasy old blankets, a bushel of beans 
and two jackasses. But in two days 
there was no outfit to be bought in 
the whole gulch mining camp. 
Ev- 


ery one wanted his own outfit 


The trail led across the Rockies. It 


was a very difficult journey, even for 
the old miners, who seemed never to 
know what physical fatigue meant It 
led along rocky trails, up and down 
canons, and across mountain crests. 
The first day was a race, and two- 
thirds of the men broke down. The 
Indian leaped ahead like a wolf, and 
then White followed, his long gray 
hair flying in the wind. By the end 
of the second day the party was in 
the heart of the mountains, in a des- 
ert where no human being had ever 
been before. Many of the animals 
were lost and the men were haggard 
with fatigue and excitement 
White 


was told if he played false he was a 
dead man. but he still pointed east- 
ward. 


The old man led his aching, thirst- 


ing and woruout followers 
into 
a 


blind canon, nearly on the boundary 
between New Mexico and Colorado. 
There everyone was glad to take a 
rest by the side of a brook. 


"Boys, we'll be there tomorrow. It's 


about 3-5 miles over that way." said 
White, pointing to the northwest. "I've 
got a little off my trail, but now I've 
got my bearings. 
You'll be the rich- 


est of any miners alive when you get 
ever where I'm pointinY" 


A ringing yell went up from the 


men. tired and almost famished though 
they were. The camp fire was made, 
supper was cooked and eaten, the 
stock was fed, and every one but old 
White lay clown in blankets to sleep 
and dream of wealth. 


"I guess I'll go and see about my 


horses. I'm too nervous to sleep, now 
that I know I am near to the biggest 
thing on earth," said the old miner, as 
he went down the canyon to where the 
horses were picketed for the night 
Every one in camp slept like a log. 
When daylight came no one could find 
\vnite. His horse was gone, too. A 
maddened lot of men tried to trail him 
but they could not follow the old fel- 
low in that region for more than a few 
miles. 


A council was held. 
It waa real- 


ized tfeat the old man had duped his 
followers. 
For v.-eeks the 
country 


where White had said he had foum! 
his rich specimens was vainly pros- 
pected over and over. Not a trace of 
reck like that White had shown could 
be found. About one-half of the par- 
ty, after incredible suffering, got back 
to life and civilization, and yet despite 
their story ICO men started back over 
the trail two days after. 


Three years later White reappeared 


in Salt Lake City with his Cement 
specimens as before, incredibly rich, 
and again disappeared and from that 
time to this has never been heard cL 
He lent $60.009 to a Mormon ranchman 
of Provo, Utah, sad never went to get 
interest or principal. The White Ce- 
ment is still one of the Rocky moun- 
tain miners' dreams. 


ARSENIC KACTORIES. 


SOME ART IN THE WAX FIGURES. 


Skilled \Yorkmen Kept 1'usy—Dime 31 iv

Although wax-works have been a 


synonym for uacouthness and angular- 
ity ever since the days of lira. Jarley, 
the men who maize them nowadays are 
somewhat trained in art, and in the 
intervals of their werk sometimes turn 
cut statuettes or decorative pieces of 
decided merit. So far as the designer 
is concerned, it really matters little 
whether his composition is finally to 
take shape in marble, bronze or wax. 


He first makes a rough miniature 


sketch in modelling wax, then a full 
sized statue in clay, from which a 
plaster mould is taken and the work- 
men do the rest. The Lot wax is poured 
inside the mould to the thickness of 
a quarter of an inch or so, backed 
up with the remelted wax from old 
disused figures. The body is of hol- 
low papier niache. and the limbs, if 
they are to be movable, of wood; if 
not. of paper, or if they are to show 
when the figure is dressed, of wax. 


Finishing the face is the most deli- 


cate work. The eyes, of course, are 
of glass, and the lashes around them 
are planted one at a time with forceps. 
The teeth, when the lips are to be 
opened, are exactly the same as those 
used by dentists to replace the natural 
ones. 
Human hair is so cheap just 


now that it no longer pays to use an- 
gora or anj- of the other substitutes 
cnce employed. The cheap grades of 
real hair it is interesting to note, come 
from China, and are genuine pigtails 
in fact 
The hair is all black and 


straight as a yardstick at first, but it 
is bleached and dyed -in any tint de- 
sired, and can be crimped more or 
less, though artists have never suc- 
ceeded in making it lock naturally 
wavy. 


Designers make a sharp distinction 


between the figures used for displays 
and advertising and those used for 
other purposes, museums, for instance. 
"When you work for advertising." 
said one, "'the more beautiful and the 
less like nature you get it. the better 
it. is. but for a museum they like it 
better the less beautiful and the more 
like nature it is." The regular muse- 
ums have modellers of their own, so 
outside housas get only occasional jobs. 
Models of freaks, such as two-legged 
boys, armless and legless men. or pink- 
eyed albinos, are among the most com- 
mon articles made to order. The faces 
of public men are sometimes wanted, 
too. As a rule this class of business 
is looked down upon. "Dime museums 
pay dime prices and they get dime 
work," said a veteran designer. 


The dealers are kept at work mak- 


ing new designs as fast as the old ones 
can be imitated. One house sent out 
50 new models in the past season. In 
former years, a third or a fourth of 
that number would suffice, as 800 or 
1000 copies were sometimes made from 
the same mould, and sent out to cities 
in different parts of the country. 


It is not always dime museums, how- 


ever, that try to get something for 
nothing. Advertisers often order spe- 
cial figures or groups, agreeing to rent 
them for a certain length of time, but 
leaving them afterwards for the maker 
to pay for by routing thsm again, if 
he can. A group showing Faust. Mar- 
guerite and Mepliistopheles was once 
made for a linen house at a cost of 
5SOO or more. The first month's rental 
was S2-50. The owner kept it seven 
years, and then, despairing of ever 
finding any one else who wanted the 
group, broke it to pieces. A most elab- 
orate half life size group representing 
Aurora. Goddess of Morning, in her 
chariot, was made some years ago un- 
der a similar contract, and is to be 
had now on easy terms. Another man- 
ufacturer has on his hands a mammoth 
mechanical water lily which is sup- 
posed to open and shut at intervals by 
electricity, revealing a beautiful fe- 
male within. 
This has been rented 


four times, but it always broke down. 
—Xew York Post

White arsenic is the fona ia which 


arsenic is taken by the peasants of 
Styria and the TyroL Prof. Schall- 
grueber of Gaetz was the first to call 
attention to this practice in a report 
which ho made in 1S22 to the Aus- 
trian government on the cause of the 
numerous deaths from arsenic poison- 
ing in those districts. He found that 
arsenic was kept in most of the houses 
In Upper Styria under the name of 
hy«lrs_«.-h, evidently a 
corruption of 


huttearauc-h, or furnace smoke. 
His 


statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation 
by a Dr. Mc-Ciagan of Edinburgh, but 
ror many years afterward the arsenic 
eaters were generally disbelieved ia. 
and it was not till 1SGO that C. Heise 
published convincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally 
eaten 
by 


hunters and wood cutters, with the ob- 
ject of warding off fatigue and im- 
proving their staying powers. Owing 
to the fact that the sale of arsenic is 
illegal in Austria without a doctor's 
certificate, it is difficult to obtain defi- 
nite information of a habit which is 
kept as secret as possible. According 
to a Dr. Lorenzo, in that district, the 
arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first <iose being mi- 
nute, but increased day by day. until 
it sometimes amounts to the enormous 
dose of 12 or 13 grains. He found that 
the arsenic eaters were usually long 
lived, tho-jgh liable to sudden death. 
They have a very fresh, youthful ap- 
pearance, and are seldom attacked by 
infectious diseases. 


After the first dose the usual symp- 


toms cf slight arsenical poisoning are 
evident, but these soon disappear on. 
continuing the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories in Salzberg 


it is stated that workmen who are not 
arsenic eaters soon succumb to the 
fumes. The manager of one of these 
works informed Mr. Heise that he had 
been medically advised to eat arsenic 
before taking up his position. He con- 
sidered that no one should begin the 
practice before 12 years old nor after 
30. and that in any case after 50 years 
of age the daily dose should be grad- 
ually reduced, since otherwise sud- 
den death would ensue. If a confirmed 
arsenic eater suddenly attempts to do 
altogether without the drug he imme- 
diately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way to ob- 
viate this is gradually to acclimatize 
the system by reducing the dose from 
day to day. As another evidence o£ 
the cumulative properties of arsenic 
it is interesting to note that when 
graveyards in Upper Styria are opened 
the bodies of the arsenic eaters can be 
distinguished by their almost perfect 
state of preservation, due to the grad- 
ually accumulated arsenic.—Science 
CiOSSip.

correct position at the desk, for the 
greater part of the time, but the in- 
jury to the eyes from too close atten- 
tion to the script and from the care- 
ful following of the pt-n and pencil 
points would seem to be incalculable.

.Only a few settlers were in this part 
then, and as I had only a small bunch 
of cattle I was alone. I had been rid- 
ing the range one day, and was return-

Finally I firmly resolved to end ;ny 


torture by a hand-to-hand fight in the 
morning if I should find the lynxes 
still on guard. Then I stretched my- 
self along the rocky floor and fell 
asleep. It never occurred to me that 
the lynx kitten might attack iny throat 
or that the parent beasts might find 
some means of helping one another up 
from the ledge to the cave. 


When I awoke the sun was an hour 


high. About the first thing I did was 
to look for the cub. It was still crouch- 
ing in the crevice. Therefore I was 
yet a prisoner — prisoner to a pair of 
bobtailed cats! 


Bat perhaps I was not. I glanced 


at the ledge. It was empty. My hopes 
had scarcely risen, however, before 
one of the old lynxes appeared, bring- 
ing a dead rabbit — the kitten's break- 
fast- "When ir reached the spot where 
the tree had stood It dropped the rab- 
bit and ran about, sniffing and calling 
in great * dis&ess.
